School Report 


The schools of Cornville for the past year have been under 
the instruction of an able corps of teachers, the pupils have 
been interested and so have made great progress along educa- 
tional lines. 

We have repaired the foundation and painted the building 
at the Lincoln school which improves the appearance of the 
premises very much. We have been obliged to purchase two 
new stoves and eight new desks for the accommodation of more 
pupils. 

There has been an increase of about five hundred dollars 
in high school tuition and two hundred dollars in conveyance, 
this with the cut of three hundred in last year’s appropriation 
causes an overdraft in the available funds. While we regret 
this exceedingly it arises from circumstances over which we 
had no control. 

It can be readily seen that unless there is a change in 
conditions it will be necessary to increase the appropriation for 
the coming year.

To DONALD J. BOWMAN, Constable of the Town of Cornville, 
in the County of Somerset, State of Maine: 
Greeting: 

In the name of the State of Maine you are hereby required 
to notify and warn the inhabitants of the town of Cornville, 
qualified by law to vote in town affairs to assemble at the 
town house, in said town, on Monday, the twenty-third day of 
March, A. D. 1931, at ten o’clock in the forenoon to act on 
the following articles, to wit: 


Article One—To choose moderator to preside at said meet- 
ing. ‘s 
Article Two—To choose a town clerk for the ensuing year. 


Article Three—To see if the town will vote to accept the 
report of the town officers for the years 1930-1931. 


Article Four—To choose selectmen, assessors and overseers 
of the poor and all other officers required by law to be chosen 
at the annual March meeting. 


Article Five—To see what sum of money the town will vote 
to raise for making and repairing highways in said town and 
pass all votes necessary respecting the same. 


Article Six—To see if the town will vote to raise the sum 
of $514.20 to pay the town’s proportional part of patrolling 
patrol roads. 


Article Seven—To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for repairing bridges and culverts. 


Article Eight—To see what sum, if any, the town will vote 
to raise in accordance with the provisions of section 26 to 32 
inclusive of chapter 28 of the revised statutes for the construc- 


tion of a state aid highway extending from the Madison town 


line on the Twelve Corners road, so-called, in an easterly direc- 
tion to the state highway at Cass’ Corner and following state 
highway route 150 to Athens village, thence in a northerly 
direction over the so-called Brighton road to the Brighton town 
line, thence through the town of Brighton over the third class 
designation and the state aid designation to Mayfield town line. 
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Article Nine—To see if the town will vote “yes” or “no” on 
the question of appropriating and raising: money necessary. to 
entitle the town to state aid as provided in section 19 of chapter 
25 of the revised statutes of 1916. — 


Article Ten—To see if the town will appropriate and raise 
the sum of $533 or part thereof for improvement of section of 
state aid road as outlined in the report of state highway com- 
mission in addition to the amount regularly raised for the care 
of ways, highways and bridges, the above amount being the 
maximum which the town is allowed to raise under the pro- 
vision of section 18, chapter 25 of the revised statutes of 1916. 


Article Ten and One-Half—To see if the town will vote to 
buy the tractor and snowplow leased from the Portland Tractor 
Company and pass all votes necessary respecting the same. 


Article Eleven—To see what sum of money, if any, the town 
will vote to raise for breaking snow roads and also to see what 
action the town will take in regard to purchasing a snow re- 
moval equipment and pass all votes necessary respecting the 
same. 


Article Twelve—To see if the town will vote to set a stan- 
dard wage scale for all men working on roads in town and 
authorize the selectmen to abide by the same.

Daniel Huff the sum of $26.66, the amount assessed on property 
burned, and raise a sum of money to cover the same. 


Article Fourteen—To see if the town will vote to raise 
$100 or more for the purpose of controlling the white pine 
blister rust disease now found ‘firmly established in said town. 
The state will match the town’s appropriation with fifty per 
cent of the sum raised. 


Article Fifteen—-To see what sum of money the town will 
raise to provide for the services of. a county nurse. 


Article Sixteen—To see if the town will vote to raise the 
sum of $300 to be expended on the cross road running westerly 
by Charles Hill’s to the Whittier schoolhouse and pass all votes 
necessary respecting the same. | 


Article Seventeen—To see if the town will vote to discon- 
tinue the Moody road, so-called, “except for a winter road,” 
leading from a junction near Edmund Cripps’ to the driveway 
of C. S. Moody.
